The first U-Boat to enter New- 
foundland waters after the sur- 
render of German forces in 
Europe was sighted and convoy- 
ed to a port by a corvette, KM. 
C.S. Thorlock. Aboard the Thor- 
lock was Stwd. J. H. Giles, son of 
Mrs. Alfleta Giles, Newmarket. 
In a letter to his mother, Stwd. 
Giles enclosed clippings from 
Newfoundland papers which told 
the story of the U-Boat's capture. 

In his letter, the Newmarket 
sailor writes: "Well, the last trip 
was very exciting for the Thor- 
lock. Maybe you heard about us 
being the first Canadian ship to 
bring a German submarine in. 
We had the prisoners on our 
ship. It was one of the biggest 
and oldest subs. The Victoria- 
ville was the other ship with us 
. . . we had the sub a half hour 
before she arrived . . . Every- 
body aboard was pretty proud 
when we got that sub. The old

There was no 
reply to the Thorlock's signals 
and the corvette ran alongside 
the submarine and put a board- 
ing party of 11 men aboard, who 
sailed to the submarine, under 
the escort of the Thorlock and 
Victoriaville, to a Newfoundland 
naval base.

It is too 
ba<l I can't toll you some of the 
points advanced in argument in 
favor of their own candidates. 
They might be very enlightening

"I might say that the non- 
fraternization law is very diffi- 
cult for the soldiers, especially 
after the friendship and hospital- 
ity offered in the friend-countries 
through which they passed to 
reach here. A little thought on 
their part reminds them of some 
of the things for which the Ger- 
man people arc responsible. So 
I don't think the people have too 
much to worry about in the con- 
duct of the troops.

WOl VanZant was taken 
prisoner when his plane was shot 
down over Germany two years 
ago. WOl VanZant, Sgt Luesby, 
Pte. Shropshire and Pte. Gilkes 
arrived in Halifax Thursday on 
the Louis Pasteur after a seven- 
day trip and arrived in Toronto 
Saturday. The other two came 
across on a Dutch ship, arriving 
a day later. 

Sgt. Evans made his escape 
from the Germans as the men in 
his prison camp were being 
marched north to get out of 
reach of advancing Allied armies. 
With five others, he hid in n 
stretch of wooded country, living 
off the land, until the Allied 
forces arrived. He was sent to 
Brussels and then to England 
where, after a short leave, he was 
returned home.. 

Pte, Gilkes was three and a 
half years overseas. Attached to 
n field ambulance unit, he was 
with the Canadians in the Eighth 
Army at Ortono and was In the 
Italian campaign until the Can- 
adians were transferred to north- 
west Europe. During the latter 
part of the campaign, he was 
transferred to a "jeep ambulance" 
unit which served well up to the 
front At one time, he had as a 
patient Spr. Wallace Morton, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. Morton, New- 
market, who is at present hos- 
pitalized at Chorley Park mili- 
tary hospital. 

Pte. Gilkes said that the Can- 
adians in Italy were second to 
none in fighting ability. **The 
Canadians fought against the 
parachute troops, none of them 
under six feet in height, and 
bested them," he said. When he 
landed in Canada, Pte. Gilkes 
said, the first words he heard 
were;

LIBERAL MAJORITY PARED 

The civilian voters elected Liberal party candi- 
dates in larger numbers than those of either of 
the other two 'major parties. However, the Lib- 
eral party does not, at the moment, have a work- 
ing majority. One hundred and twenty-three 
seats are needed for a working majority: the 
Liberal party candidates have won 118 seats. Of 
i those seats, the Canadian Press lists 29 as being 
(doubtful, that is, open to change as the soldier 
i vote comes in. 
; The Progressive Conservative party showed a 
| gain of 26 seats for a total of G6 seats of which 20 
J are listed as being doubtful. The C.C.F. gained 
i 16 seats for a total of 26 seats of which nine are 
I listed a doubtful. The Canadian Press lists those 
i seats doubtful where the winning candidate has 
less than seven percent lead over his nearest 
opponent. 

We doubt if the soldier vote will improve the 
Liberal position. The Libera! party is associated 
with a conscription policy which has been bitter- 
ly criticized, and at the same time, as far as sol- 
diers abroad are concerned, has been unable to 
show to them to the best advantage the results of 
its price controls. The Liberal party suffered too 
a loss of prestige in the defeat of General Andrew 
McNaughton in Grey North. It is more likely 
that the soldier vote will be to the advantage of 
j both the C.C.F. and Progressive Conservative 
parties. 

The Liberal party won considerable fftvor 
through its social legislation such as the Family 
(Allowances Act and its splendid record in the war 
against inflation. Taxation and subsidy pro- 
grams, initiated by the Liberal administration, 
have enabled Canada to escape the seriously in- 
| flated economy which has afflicted other nations 
! at war, a fact generally recognized by voters, 
j The Progressive Conservative party made most 
of its gains in Ontario- where the party was able 
to capitalize on the momentum provided by the 
provincial results. The critical attitude of On- 
tario generally towards the government's handl- 
ing of conscription was a strong factor in 
favor of the Progressive Conservatives. Likewise, 
the Progressive Conservative insistence on strong- 
er bonds within the British Empire had a strong 
appeal in the province. Ontario civilian voters 
elected 47 Progressive Conservative candidates, a 
gain of 22. The Liberal party lost 19 seats. The 
Liberal losses would have been greater only 
many of those who had voted for the Progressive 
Conservative party in protest against the C.C.F. in 
the provincial elections, voted Liberal in the 
federal contest. 

In the throe prairie provinces, the Liberal 
party lost II scats. The C.C.F. gained 14 seats, 
the Progressive Conservative parly gained one 
seat, and the Social Credit party gained three 



scats. In Saskatchewan where there is a C.C.F. 
government, the C.C.F. gained 11 seats and the 
Liberals lost seven. These results could be inter- 
preted in two ways, either as an indication of 
success on the part of the C.C.F. provincial ad- 
ministration in Saskatchewan, or as a protest 
against parties which have their roots in the east 
and which represent, to a large extent, the domin- 
ation of Ontario and Quebec over the prairie 
provinces. 

* 

In British Columbia, the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party gained two seats and the C.C.F. gained 
three scats. The Liberal party lost six seats. 

Quebec province offered a surprise in the de- 
feat of Bloc Populaire candidates. The Bloc was 
considered by many political analysts to be the 
greatest threat to the Liberal party but only two 
Bloc candidates were elected. The province 
elected the same number of Liberal candidates, 
45, but eight Independent Liberals and seven 
Independents were elected. The Liberal party 

can count to a large extent on their support. The 

Liberal party gained in the Maritimes to the ex- 
tent of two seats. 

Generally speaking, the vote was regional. In 
the oast, the Liberals showed strongly but lagged 
in the west. The Progressive Conservative gains 
were concentrated in Ontario to a large extent. 
In the west, the vote was against the Liberals and 
mostly in favor of the C.C.F. The results show 
that no one party could claim a national appeal. 
This is to the disadvantage of Canada in the 
sense that it increases the feeling of regionalism 
which has been one of fhe strongest obstacles in 
the way of national unity. 

The election result as it stands now, however, 
offers this one advantage: the competition 
between the government party and the opposition 
in parliament will be heightened. As long as one 
party was secure in a large majority, parliament 
suffered in that the opposition was powerless to 
force an issue. With the Liberal majority con- 1 
siderably reduced, the opposition will be able to 
better serve its purpose as the censor and critic j 
of government actions to the ultimate advantage 
of the nation.

Mr. Reeds, who has had 
three years experience in Water- 
loo county, bespoke the co-opera- 
tion of the members in carrying 
out the project, assuring all that 
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hoped for. 

The four bulls purchased in- 
clude a four-year-old double 
grandson of Montvic Rag Apple 
Netherland. purchased from 
Lloyd Turner of StouffviUe, and 
three bulls sired by Lonelm Texal 
Fayne (still in service for Geo. C. 
Jackson at 14 years of age) and 
out of dams sired by Montvic 
Rag Apple Baron 2nd XX. 

These were purchased from S. B. 
Watson of Agincourt, W. J. Mc- 
Evoy of GTanford Station and a 
yearling from the partnership of 

Alex. Forrest and Gordon Wat- 
son of Maple. The two older 
Texal Faymvbulls had previously 
been inspected by the gathering 
in the newly remodelled bull 
barn which has two box stalls, 
.two single stalls with safety 
aisles on each side of them and 
a breeding pen. 

As the Turner bull was return- 
ing from being photographed, C. 
D. Graham, director of agricul- 
tural representatives' branch and 
formerly director of extension 
for the Canadian Holstein Frie- 
sian Association, was called on 
to discuss the breeding of this 
bull, Bethany Rag Apple Joe- 
Gordon Watson then brought in 
Lonelm Texal Anthony, the year- 
ling -three-quarter brother of 
Lonelm Texal Jiggs and Lonelm 
Texal Ideal. Geo. C. Jackson, 
master breeder of Maple, was 
asked to discuss the breeding 
behind these three bulls which 
he had raised. 

Brief congratulations were ex- 
tended to the club by Prof. R. G. 
Knox, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department of O.A.C. and 
L. E. O'Neill, director of the 
Ontario livestock branch, and W. 
Moynihan of the health of ani- 
mals branch, outlined the co- 
operation his staff is prepared to 
give so that service from these 
sires might be available to 
accredited and listed herds in the 
radius of ten miles covered by 
the association. Over 100 mem- 
bers have already signed up 
nearly 1,200 cows. 

To get the visitors there by 
7.30 p.m., the meeting opened 
with a draw for one free service 
which was won by F. R. Chap- 
man of Weston. Everyone pres- 
ent was given extended pedigrees 
of each of the bulls for future 
reference. In closing the meet- 
ing, Mr. Cockburn said he hoped 
the members would remember 
the advice given them to keep 
heifers from their best cows and 
that to select these dams he 
hoped a considerable number 
would take up cow testing. For 
those not able to go on R.O.P. he 
would be pleased to organize a 
cowtesting service. It would be 
interesting to compare records 
of milk and fat of the members 
present cows and their daughters 
and granddaughters as the years 
%o by, he said.

Offers May Me If 
Brakes Poor, Magistrate 

"You might just as well go out 
with a gun to shoot someone with 
as to go out driving a car with 
faulty brakes," Magistrate W. E. 
Mcliveen said in criticism of two 
motorists who appeared in mag- 
istrate's court here on Friday to 
answer charges of having in- 
efficient brakes on their cars 
"You might think it is alright, 
but if some emergency arises 
your carelessness in this regard 
might be the cause of someone 
losing his life." The two defend- 
ants were Douglas Switzer, R. R. 
1, Beaton, and Clarence E. Rob- 
inson, R. R. 2, Bolton, and each 
was fined $10 and costs. County 

Constable Ronald Watt examined 

the brakes of the defendants' 
cars in the vicinity of Schomberg. 
Although he denied that his 
driving was the cause of an 
accident on Yonge St. near the 
intersection of Huron St., Magis- 
trate Mcliveen found Zachariah 
Longhurst, Conway Ave., Toron- 
to, guilty on a charge of careless 
driving and fined him $10 and 
costs of $8. An alternative of 
ten days in jail was allowed. 
The defendant chose to pay the 
fine. 

According to Provincial Con- 
stable William A. Melbourne, he 
had been patrolling Yonge St. on 
May 27 at about 8 p.m.' when he 
noticed the defendant's car 
attempting to pass a car driven 
by Christopher Price. In attempt- 
ing to pass, the defendant's car 
bumped the latter's car and forced 
it onto the shoulder of the 20-foot 
road, he said. The officer stated 

that most of the damage done was 
to the accuseds car. 

Mr. Price, Keele St. west, Tor- 
onto, told his worship that he had 
been driving on his own side of 
the road when accused's car, in 
attempting to pass, cut short and 
collided with the front of his 
car. He stated that the damage 
to his car amounted to about five 
or six dollars. 

Accused denied that he was 
the cause of the accident and 
claimed that Mr. Price was a ner- 
vous driver and drove into his 
car. 

"How was his bumper bent?" 
asked his worship: 

"It was bent out." replied the 
accused. 

"If he bumped into you it 
would have been bent back in- 
stead of pulled out," commented 
Magistrate Mcliveen. 

Because he failed to have his 
driver's license with him when 
asked by Constable Watt to pro- 
duce it. Douglas Eves, R. R. l t 
Newmarket, was fined $1 ard 
costs. On a second charge, that 
of entering a stop street, he was 
also fined $3 and costs. 

Constable Watt testified that on 
May 26 he was checking brakes 
on Huron St. when he noticed the 
defendant's car approach, turn 
and then drive back along the 
route it came. He immediately 
gave chase but the accused failed 
to stop his car when signalled to, 
passed through a stop street and 
continued for some distance be- 
fore coming to a stop, he said. 
When he asked to see his driver's 
license accused did not have it 
with him, the officer said. 

Other cases disposed of by 
Magistrate Mcliveen were: Jos- 
eph Resnick, Toronto, fined $15 
and costs on a charge of exceed- 
ing the speed limit on Yonge St.; 
White Linen Supply Co.. Toronto, 
fined $2 and costs for illegal 
parking charges in Newmarket; 
Murdock Ferguson and Charles 
W. Harrop, both of Toronto, and 
Ronald H. Willbee, Zephyr, each 
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fined $3 and costs on charges of 
entering stop streets in Newmar- 
ket. Constable Melbourne laid 
the information in the first men- 
tioned case, Constable R. Martin 
in the second and Acting Chief 
Constable James Leeder in the 
last three cases.

James O'Donnell, who was ill 
a little over a week, died at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. J. B. 
Clark, Barrie, where he has been 
making his home for the past two 
or three months, on Saturday.

Mr. O'Donnell was a son of the 
late Alice Curry and John 
O'Donnell of Gilford.

The Women's Institutes of 
North Ontario had good sessions 
at the District Annual held at 
Zephyr on Tuesday. All the 

branches were well represented 
and the reports showed they 
| were in a healthy state. Mrs. 
George Dukelow, of Beaverton, 
was in the chair and Mrs. R. A. 
Armstrong, of Zephyr, was secre- 
tary. 

In the morning reports were 
heard from the president and 

the secretary and the nominating 
committee. The reports of the 

branch secretaries were received, 
there was an exhibit of made- 
over clothing and Mrs. F. Wald- 
en, of the department, spoke on 
Home Economics. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Carl 
Myers welcomed the delegates 
and Mrs. Johnston, of Black- 
water, replied. Mrs. C. Duden- 
hoffer, the district delegate, 
made her report. 

Miss Collins, from the depart- 
ment at Toronto, explained the 
co-operative program for this 
year. She told something of the 
recent visit of Miss Christmas, 
who was in Canada from the old 
country. Miss Christmas had 
been thrilled with her visit to 
Stoney Creek, Ont. f where the 
Women's Institutes began. She, 
like all the members in the old 
land, looked upon the branch 
there as the Mother Institute. 
There arc 350,000 members of the 
Institute in Britain, with 900 
branches in Scotland, where they 
are known as the Rurals. 

At the session of the Institute 
held at Stoney Creek to meet 
Miss Christmas there were nine 
of the original members present, 
one 97 years of age. She was 
still Jaright, alert, charmingly 
dressed and a good conversation- 
alist. 

Miss Christmas had found 
difficulty getting her outfit to 
visit Canada. She was allowed 
only'48 points to obtain clothing 
for a year, and the dress she got 
before sailing took 18 points and 
cost her $80. It was a coat and 
skirt with a blouse. She brought 
a felt hat, but when she landed 
in New York and it was 90 in 
the shade she saw a straw hat 
which appealed very much to 
her. When she arrived in On- 
tario it was raining and rained 
often. This, however, was much 
like her native air. She was 
like an ambassador to Canada 
and created an attitude of wel- 
come to the British brides. 

Miss Collins had a lovely visit 
with Miss Christmas at Niagara 
Falls.' It was a day off duty. 
They had a chicken dinner. 
Niagara was famous for its din- 
ners, and Miss Christmas was 
pleased to get some chicken. The 
chicken was fried, and she had 
never had fried chicken before. 
Miss Christmas then went on to 
the west. . 

The first women of the Insti- 
tute were women of vision, and 
it would be well for the women 
of today to seek to keep a high 
standard and look ahead. After 
V-E Day there was a temptation 
to sag after the superhuman 
effort made to maintain hard 
won liberties. After the war 
was peace. But care should be 
taken that selfishness should not 
bring divisions. There were 
great public problems of a na- 
tional and international charac- 
ter. The great struggle had 
awakened interest in the world 
in general. 

There were such large numbers 
of orphaned children to care for. 
The occupied countries had suf- 
fered so terribly, Canada had 
never been occupied. Germans 
were not walking round the 
street* or in the homes. Tnere 
was need of help and aid for 
these destitute ones. In Britain 
the women were receiving four 
tons of wool a month to knit for 

Europe. 

There would be a great re- 
sponsibUity put on the women of 
Canada. Problems and schemes 
would have to be studied and 
solved.

Aurora welcomed home three 
of her air heroes, who until last 
month had been prisoners of war 
of the Nazis, this week. The re- 
turning airmen were Fit-Lieut 
Dale King, WOl George Graham 
and PO Robert Case. 

Fit-Lieut King, whose two 
brothers gave their lives in this 
war, is the son of Mrs. W. C. 
King, Yonge St. He enlisted in 
the army when under age in 
1939, transferred to the R.C.A.F. 
and went overseas as an air 
gunner in 1942. On March 30, 
1943, his plane was shot ' down 
over the Ruhr and he parachuted 
to safety. He was interned at 
Stalag Luft 3, and was able to 
escape from there by reason of 
Russian advances early in May. 
He arrived with other prisoners 
after going through enemy terri- 
tory in the hands of American 
troops on May 6. 

"I never expected to return," 
he told his mother. Dale since 
being in England has taken on 37 
pounds and looks very fit but a 
bit older than his 23 years. He 
came home on a Dutch boat, and 
while it was slow it was "com- 
fortable." 

Arriving at Lachine, Que., 
prior to leave, he met his half- 
brother. Price Watts, Montreal, 
Que., and had his first family re- 
union. On Sunday evening his 
mother met him at Toronto, and 
Dale is now enjoying meeting his 
friends, and eating home cook- 
ing. 



WOl George Graham arrived 

in Canada last Thursday via the 

Louis Pasteur and Immediately 

contacted his parents, Mr. and 

Mrs. Thomas braham, Centre St 
George looks well and is "glad to 
see Aurora again." He had been 
a prisoner of the Germans since 
December,- 1942, the first Aurora 
boy to be taken prisoner, follow- 
ing his plane being shot down. 
Like Fit-Lieut King, he is a 
member of the Caterpillar club. 
He was imprisoned at Stalag 
Luft 4, and was released by 
United Nations forces. George 
hopes to see his brother, Willard, 
who is with the Canadian army 
at Prince Gporge, B.C. He has 
no plans for the immediate 
future but catching up with 
food and news of his friends. 

PO Bob Case, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lancelot Case, looks in the 
pink despite harrowing experi- 
ences. Bob, a gunner, enlisted in t 
1941, went overseas the next year 
and was taken a prisoner in 
August, 1943. During his im- 
prisonment he kept his family 
cheered with letters and even 
found time to do a spot of poetry. 
He was the last Aurora boy who 
was held a prisoner to be report- 
ed safe, arriving in England in 
mid-May. 

PO Case received his commis- 
sion a couple of days before ar- 
riving in Canada. He was 
released by Russian troops and 
made his way to Allied forces.

"No doubt you arc Pondering 
just where I am and I under- 
nUihd we are free now to open 
up a bit in our conversation. 
We are near the city of Olden- 
burg, not so very far from 
Bremen. Wc were in Oldenburg 
at the time hostilities ceased. 
Soon after we moved down here 
in an apple orchard and very 
shortly wc expect to move far 

northwards and then may be inj 
billets. It's grand under canvas 
as long as the weather is fine. 
We have had lovely weather 
until the past week and t!r?n the 
fain seems to come about every 
ten minutes and the sun peeps 
out for a few minutes. 

"The last place wc were at in 
Holland before coming into Ger- 
many was near Groninger. This 
is the second time we came into 
Germany. Quite a while ago we 
4feme in from Belgium and 
crossed the Rhine. What a sight. 
Sorry I couldn't have a camera 
with me. I have one but could 
not make use of it. 

"Well, i intended first of all 
to thank you for the cigarets 
which I received yesterday, the ! 
second carton the Veterans were 
good enough to send me. Many ] 
thanks to your organization for 
your kindness. No doubt some 
of the home town boys will soon j 
be arriving home and how good 
the old town will look to them. 
As for me I cannot say how- 
soon I shall reach the shores of 
good old Canada but it will feel 
good just to get out of this 
country. It sure has met its 
Waterloo and its just reward for 
its unbelievable beastly acts of 
cruelty." 

"Owing to the fact I have vol- 
unteered for the Pacific, it will 
be some time yet before I expect 
or get the chance to settle down 
in the good old town of Newmar- 
ket," Sgt. Joseph H. Tunney 
writes the Veterans from New- 
foundland. "As yet I haven't 
met any lads from home on this 
station, although I was talking to 
Norm Burling while visiting in 
the city of St. John's a few- 
weeks ago. 

"It may be of interest to know- 
that I'm attached to an air-sea 
icscue squadron whose duty is to 
rescue survivors of a plane that 
has crashed or been forced down 
at sea or in an isolated region.
